Not a Matter of 
Good and Bad! 


Mr. Herbert Deighton, once 
upon a time an astute Oxford 
don and now a skilled and suc- 


cessful counselor 
on Middle East- 
ern and African 
affairs for vari- 
ous British inter- 
ests, presently is 
in America. Our 
paths crossed. 
He knows 
President Nasser 
of Egypt and the 
Arab world very 
well indeed. It grieves him and 
concerns him that the Western na- 
tions have done themselves, and 
their cause, great harm by what 


seems to him a fundamental error. 


It is that of judging all Arabs 
as a child addict of Western TV 
shows classifies the characters as 
“the bad ones” and “the good 
ones.”’ We have been looking upon 
Arab leaders as ‘‘good’’ or “bad,” 
depending upon how faithfully 
they agreed with us. For ex- 
ample, Prime Minister Nasser, 
for all his faults, is the best man 
to come along in Egypt. That is 
to say, says Mr. Deighton, Nas- 
ser had from the start the loyal 
following of the people and want- 
ed to create a stable Egypt. Such 
an Egypt would be of great bene- 
fit to the world. 


Yet, we acted abruptly, and 
unwisely, he thinks, in canceling 
out the Aswan Dam, knowing it 
would be disastrous to our rela- 
tionship with Egypt. Moreover, he 
thinks, we should have seen that 
the manner of our cancellation 
made for more Arab unity for 
Nasser. Britain, in his opinion, 
was even more ill-advised to have 
gone along with our decision. 


Russian Aid 


Now the Russians have agreed 
to provide the aid. If they do, 
then perhaps irreparable harm 
will have been done. 


Nasser, from_ the viewpoint of 
Egyptian was not, 
he concludes, ‘“‘bad.” Yet, we so 
publicly classified him. 


On the other hand, we supported 
Iraq which was headed by a weak 
king and a strong, ruthless and 
able premier, Nuri Es-Said. He 
was tagged a “good” Arab. Yet, 
Premier Nuri was a bad Arab 
insofar as Iraq was concerned. 
The wrath of the long suppressed 
people was loosed on him when 


the reyolt succeeded. 
ce A fondly regarded all 


those Arab leaders who had sub- 
-seribed to the Eisenhower doc- 
trine as ‘“‘good,” we could not 
have failed to know that most of 
them did not have popular sup- 


port. 


If Nasser fails his successor 
will hardly be to the right of the 
present position, but to the left.

Hopes for 
New Talks

KIEV, USSR — Prime Minister 
Macmillan declared Thursday his 
hope for negotiations toward 
peace despite the fact. that Pre- 
mier Krushchev had shoved the 
Western proposals into the deep- 
freeze. 


Sources close to the British 
government said, however, that 
Macmillan in no Way meant to 
imply that he favored a summit 
meeting at this time. 

In fact these sources indicated 
that Macmillan had rejected the 
Soviet leader’s proposals for a 
heads-of-government meeting on 
a broad range of world issues 
as bluntly as Krushchev had re- 
jected the West’s proposal to hold 
a Big Four foreign ministers 
meeting on Germany. 


Macmillan expressed his con- 
tinued desire for negotiations on 
his arrival in the Ukranian cap- 
ital of Kiev. He flew here after 
his talks with Krushchev came 
to a formal and chilly close. And 
unless something turns up in the 
meantime the remaining five 
days of his visit to the Soviet 
Union will be taken up with sight- 
seeing, except for a brief formal 
meeting with Krushchev at the 
Close of the tour to draft a joint 
communique on the British-Soviet 
talks. 


As if to add to the finality with 
which the talks between the Brit- 
ish and Soviet leaders had ended, 
Krushchev at the last minute 
Thursday morning informed Mac- 
millan he would not accompany 
him on his trip to Kiev as he 
had planned.

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Arresting Criminals 


Is Only Half of It 


The wave of armed robberies which 
has hit Atlanta with shocking effect dur- 
ing the past several weeks is spreading to 
other Georgia communities. 


Four bandits held up a small country 
store near Cleveland Wednesday morn- 
ing and escaped. Similar incidents have 
been reported in almost all areus of the 
state. 


Atlantans rightly are concerned about 
this unprecedented outbreak. It calls for 
a concerted attack by all law enforce- 
ment agencies. The police department 
and the courts have equal responsibil- 
ities. The general public and community 
service groups should cooperate in get- 
ting to the causes and helping to correct 
them. 


Proposed addition of policemen in 
whatever numbers will be of no avail 
unless other weaknesses are also cor- 
rected. Arrests of criminals are futile 
unless they can be tried promptly and 
punished. Work of the police is mocked, 
too, by the fact that habitual criminals 
are let off with light sentences by juries 
not familiar with their records. Easy 
escapes and careless paroles aggravate 
the problem. 

The Atlanta Crime Commission point- 
ed out Wednesday that of 16 persons ar- 
rested for major crimes during the past 
few weeks each was a prison escapee, a 
parolee or had a long record. The com- 
mission points out that “only separation 
from society by adequate sentencing and 
security” will suffice to protect society 
from the habitual offender. 

Georgia’s criminal law and court pro- 
cedures badly need revision as most at- 
torneys and prosecutors will admit. The 
last session of the General Assembly ig- 
nored the problem in the face of strong 
recommendations. Parole methods also 
need review. 

x * * 

Meanwhile, the annual report of the 
police department for 1958, released 
yesterday, showed an increase in major 
crimes in most categories except assault 
during the year. While the increase fol- 
lows a national trend and can be accounted 
for in part by growth in population, it pre- 
sents a challenge which can be ignored 
only at our own peril. 

Again as an accusation against the 
whole community is an appalling homi- 
cide rate. Eighty-three murders were 
committed—12 whites and 71 Negroes. 
The incidence of killings among Ne- 
groes is a grave rebuke to the courts. 
It is to the department’s credit that only 
three murders are still unsolved and 
that a total of 89 were solved, including 
s0me committed in previous years, 

On the whole, the department’s per- 
formance in investigating and solving 
criminal offenses in 1958 is creditable. 
A total of 1,450 stolen -automobiles, 
valued at $1,202,119, were recovered. 
This again points up the absence of an 
adequate title law. 

It is. obvious the community does 
have a growing crime problem. It calls 
for combined efforts on the part of all 
of us to get at its causes. Crime preven- 
tion is a much less costly process than 
paying its toll in losses, court costs, im- 
prisonments and police protection.

Road Deal With Burke 
Adds to Violations List 


The tab continues piling up for the 
laxity and shenanigans in road work 
during the past administration. 

Latest addition to the total is almost 
$50,000 the state stands to lose in fed- 
eral aid because a private contractor, in 
violation of regulations, sublet part of 
the work on a $97,894 contract to Burke 
County. 

This particular irregularity makes it 
appear that former Highway Board 
Chairman Roy Chalker was about as 
inept at keeping road work in line in 
his home county as he was in some other 
areas. 

While the total cost of blunders and 
outright violations in highway work dur- 
ing the past four years is still unknown, 
instances that are brought to light from 
time to time indicate that the figure must 
be staggering. 

Some of the losses conceivably will be 
borne by bonding companies. , 

But after all is said and done, the 
ultimate losers are Georgia’s taxpayers. 

For that reason if none other all citi- 
zens of this state have a stake in seeing 
to it that they never again are saddled 
with such wasteful practices and direct 
violations as those which flourished un- 
der the past administration. 

Meanwhile, all progress in uncovering 
wrongdoing in various departments, 
bringing the guilty to justice and effect- 
ing recoveries of funds belonging to the 
state should be encouraged. 

In that connection, Gov. Vandiver 
yesterday again indicated the state may 
give Fulton County some badly needed 
financial assistance in its investigation 
into state government. 

Findings already made during the 
Cadenhead probe offer ample proof that 
it should be pursued fully. There is every 
reason to believe that an allocation for 
that purpose would be one of the best in- 
vestments the state could make.

What Khrushchev Wants 
The West Cannot Give 


Talks between British Prime Minister 
Macmillan and Soviet Premier Khru- 
shchev have ended on an ominous note. 
So far as can be determined they accom- 
plished nothing except to demonstrate 
that both sides are as far apart as ever. 


Nothing apparently was agreed upon. 
The stalemate over Berlin continues. 
Khrushchev not only refused to budge on 
the Soviet position that the West must 
get out of Berlin but apparently torpe- 
doed any renewed hopes that agreement 
on nuclear disarmament might be pos- 
sible. 


Khrushchev’s intransigence on the nu- 
clear arms question makes it doubtful 
that any agreement ever will be reached. 
Refusal to accept an inspection system to 
police such an agreement dooms it as far 
as the West is concerned. He terms such 
a ‘system as a proposal for outright mili- 
tary reconnaissance of the Soviet Union. 
The fact the Russians would have the 
same privilege is overlooked. | 


The only agreement Khrushchev 
wants is a surrender of basic Western po- 
sitions. Macmillan speaks for a united 
West in rejecting it. With both sides re- 
fusing to budge, the situation undoubted- 
ly is as dangerous as Macmillan says. 

The United Nations ultimately may 
be called upon to help find a solution.

The climb from the slums of 
London and an English orphan- 
age to the glitter and glamour 
that comes with being the toast 
of Hollywood is long and hard. 
But it rakes good reading.

Doctor Occupies 


Exalted Position 


The doctor always has to bear 
in mind that the most severe hy- 
pochondriac can develop a can- 
cer. Unless such a patient pre- 
sents a radically changed symp- 
tom or group of symptoms from 
those that have been his troubles 
for many years, it is very diffi- 
cult for the doctor to persuade 
himself and the patient that he 
needs a thorough examination to 
rule out something different and 
perhaps more serious. 

Often the doctor is Influenced 
by the legitimately high cost of 
such an examination and hesi- 
tates to have this imposed upon 
a patient whose budget is already 
overextended, The conscientious 
doctor must make the decision 
as te the real necessity of such 
an expenditure, 


Then there is always the dan- 
ger of overlooking a disease in 
one area of the body because 
there is a condition requiring in- 
tensive treatment in another area. 
A broken bone with local com- 
plications may occupy so much 
attention that other symptoms 
may be assigned to other causes, 
perhaps to “‘nerves” as a result 
of the accident which caused_the 
fracture. 


No member of the medical pro- 
fession has a greater responsi- 
bility in this respect than the 
general practitioner, the family 
doctor, who has in so many in- 
stances known the patient and 
his background for many years. 
He must often discriminate be- 
tween an old and well-understood 
condition and something entirely 
new which needs expert investi- 
gation. The best of good judg- 
ment is needed at all times. 


That is why the general prac- 
titioner, who is also the family 
counselor, occupies such an ex- 
alted position in the minds of all 
fair - minded people, including 
medical specialists and research 
doctors. By his discernment and 
good judgment he usually comes 
to a wise decision, and often 
saves a life thereby.

Declarer brought home his con- 
tract today by virtue of a play 
that might be termed the “‘semi- 
strip.” 


Purists might carp at South’s 
demand opening, but we shall not 
point the finger of scorn at him. 
West doubled to encourage his 
partner to show a _ reasonable 
spade suit, holding the diamond 
suit in reserve if East bid clubs. 
North’s free bid of four hearts 
was tempered by his failure to 
take positive action on the previ- 
ous round. 


West opened the king of dia- 
monds and continued the suit. De- 
clarer ruffed and drew trumps in 
two rounds. A one trick set ap- 


ding precluded even the vaguest 
chance that East held the ace of 
spades. 


However, declarer set about to 
determine what holding would 
permit the contract to be fulfilled. 
He visualized West with the A-Q-J 
of spades alone and considered 
going over to the king of clubs, 
ruffing out the last diamond, ther 
cashing the ace of clubs hoping 
to clear West’s hand of that suit. 
then a low spade out of his hand 
on the supposition that West would 
have to win with the jack and be 
compelled to lead either a dia- 
mond or a spade. 


Suddenly it dawned on him that 
if West had only two clubs, the 
contract could be brought home 
irrespective of the spots in spades 
under the ace. He therefore 
cashed the ace of clubs and went 
over to the king and returned the 
jack of diamonds, discarding the 
five of spades from his own hand. 
West was in and found it impos- 
sible to avoid the loss of a trick 
on his next lead. A diamond lead 
would provide declarer with a ruff 
and a discard while a spade lead 
would establish South’s king.

Will School Strife 
Stop New Plants? 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


The problems raised by the public school integra- 
tion issue in Georgia and other Southern states are 
having a definitely adverse effect on industrial plant 
location decisions, one of the nation’s best known 
economists said here Thursday. 


Martin R. Gainsbrugh, the widely quoted chief economist of 
the National Industrial Conference Board (NICB), added that this 
was not simply speculation. 


“I know this,” he said, “because I sit in on 
meetings of various companies where these mat- 
ters are discussed. 


“And they reflect the attitudes of some of 
the nation’s biggest corporations when they com- 
pare the relative merits of a number of alterna- 
tive new plant sites. 


“I have heard them eliminate from further 
consideration areas which have this school prob- 
lem, because of the friction involved in them 
and the difficulty of getting top personnel to 
move to such places with their children.”’ 


Gainsbrugh further pointed out that, in their 
efforts to locate a plant in the best atmosphere 
“to achieve the maximum possible benefits for it, the big com- 
»panies select several alternative locales and play one against 
* another. 


He said they use this competition between communities to 
find the one that is most receptive—and thus provides the least 
amount of friction. 


As far as the schools are concerned, he added, there would 
no doubt be a lag of several months in areas where they are 
closed before any marked indication of economic losses were to 
show up, since an industry could hardly scrap whatever firm com- 
mitments it made prior to such closings. 


But the adverse effect on decisions reached thereafter would 
build up and be apparent later on, he said. 


Gainsbrugh said big company discussions of school problems 
as a consideration in plant locations are strictly off the record, 
for the businessmen fear economic repercussions if the proceed- 
ings were made public. 


The NICB economist’s comments on the economics of school 
‘problems came in an interview preceding his luncheon address 
here to the second annual Correspondent Bank Conference spon- 
sored by the Trust Company of Georgia. 


Also an economics professor at New York University, Gains- 
brugh discussed and answered questions on a wide variety of 
economic topics and problems. 


Up to the present time, he said, “consumers have been doing 
more than their share in the building of economic recovery. There 
has been—and still is—a lag in capital spending. 


“But recovery will be sustained in the final half of 1959 by 
increases in capital investment spurred along by the improvement 
in profits that started in the fourth quarter of last year.” 


He said the reason that capital spending won't turn up until 
the third or fourth quarter is that there is about a six-month lag 
between making the decisions and carrying them out, and tusi- 
nessmen waited until the last-quarter rise in profits to start mak- 
ing spending decisions. 


Turning to other topics, he said. 


1. A steel strike is probable this summer, with the big com- 
panies resisting union wage demands, and doing so with the biess- 
ings of the Cabinet if not the Congress. 


2. One of the big reasons for the low-profit, low-wage con- 
dition of the textile industry is that it is made up of too many 
different companies, and is thus unable to adjust to fluctuating 
market conditions. 


3. Installment credit is not out of bounds quantitatively, since 
it accounts for only a reasonably modest 10 per cent or so of 
consumer spending. The only danger is that the quality of such 
credit is subject to careless handling. 


Brief interviews with bankers from Albany, Nashville, Macon 
and other Georgia communities indicated that, in general, busi- 
ness activity throughout the state is showing a definite upturn 
and considerable improvement over a year ago at this time. 


Most of visiting officials contacted here cited encouraging 
new developments in their home towns, evidencing considerable

“Aunt Mary had been asked 
for a roast dinner, and indeed 
she had a roast dinner, not 
beef or pork, but lamb. All 
during the meal she kept raving 
about how grand the roast beef 
was and wanting to know the 
exact recipe. At the end of the 
meal when grandmother whis- 
pered in her ear that it was 
lamb, everyone could see the 
shock on her face and heard her 
mumble a feeble ‘really.’ ”’ 


The point of the illustration 
has been stated: so there is no 
need to say that lamb can 
be cooked to taste like beef, 
if that is the preference. If you 
are one of those who have said 
for years that lamb is not your 
dish, just try it one more time. 


LAMB STEAK SPECIAL
